The gas blew out the 
eighteen im h wall of the Kent stove 
The wall fell against the prims, one of 
which, sweeping heavily in it* down­ 
ward course, struck Miss Conrad on 
the head, dashing out her brains.

and Mrs. Nathan Conrad, and her four 
brothers and sisters The entire fam ­ 
ily was covere d with bricks and dust.
